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+ RECORD PRODUCTION OF WHITE-CLOVER SEED THIS YEAR 


The white-clover seed crop this year is indicated to be the largest 
sever produced, according to the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. It is 
mated at 3,080,000 pounds of clean seed, compared with 2,170,000 pounds 
year and the 1940-44 average of 1,608,000 pounds. The 42-percent in- 
se over last year and the 92—percent increase over the average are at- 
buted to the larger acreage and also larger yield per acre, Increases 
production over last year ars most marked in Idaho and Tennessees Only 
in Louisiana is production smaller this year than last. 


Acreage for harvest in the 6 important producing States —Louisiana, 
sissippi, Tennessee, Wisconsin, Idaho, and Oregon—is estimated at 

3700 acres. This is 12 percent more than the 20,300 acres harvested last 
w and 20 percent above the average of 18,970 acres. High prices for 
e-clover seed received by growers in recent years and prospective good 
lds induced many growers to harvest a seed crop this yearo 


Yield of 136 pounds of clean scced per acre is expected this years 
mpared with 107 pounds last year and the average of 83 pounds. Yiclds 
Ove average in Mississippi, Wisconsin, and Idaho more than offset the 
loweaverage yiclds per acre in Louisiana, Tennessee, and Oregon,
